1 . SECSTATE'S PRESS CONFERENCE 

VANCE SAID US WILL SPEAK OUT ON HUMAN RTS ABROAD WHEN ADVIS- 
ABLE (GWERTZMAN, NYT; CORDDRY, SUN; MARDER, WP; BRADSHER, 
WSTAR 1/31; GAILEY, PHINQ). SECSTATE EXPRESSED HOPE EVEN- 
TUAL NORMALIZATION RELS W/PRC/VN/CUBA. VANCE REFRAINED FROM 
CRITICIZING SK/CHILE WHEN OFFERED CHANCE BY QUESTIONERS. 
STATED "INTENSIVE REVIEW" UNDER WAY ON HOW DEAL W/CHINA AND

REITERATED DESIRE PROCEED TOWARD NORMALIZATION RELS W/VN

FROM HK, CDN'S BEECH (BALT NA 1/29) STATES PRESS REPORTS
